Stories are 
told of fixed wrestling and boxing matches and of sports writ- 
ers being paid for their ballyhoo in the newspapers. One thing 
the vast majority of sports fans of this country demand is fair- 
ness in sports contests, whether they be amateur or profession- 
al. If the statements in the investigations are sustained as 


facts there will undoubtedly be a slump in attendance at pro- 
fessional athletic matches in California.. As things stand at 
present —judging from gossip and testimony submitted in the 
Sacramento investigation-—one would doubt the fairness of any 
such contest that might be staged, 

The San Bernardino Sun’s attitude in the matter will meet 
with the approval of every fair minded sports fan—and that 
ineludes all of them who will not profit by crookedness. The 
Sun says: 

“The competitive spirit of the average American _Is 
greater than people of other lands and when physical lim- 
itations prevent him from participating directly in his fav- 
orite sport, then he has always been ready and anxious to 
spend money to see others perform, { 

“Rut he wants a eontest that is not pre-arranged. He 
wants the best man to win with a fair exhibition. How- 
ever, if the testimony before the legislative committee 1s 
to be taken seriously, various promoters have been mis- 
guided into believing that the fan wants a good show and 
eares not that the outeome was arranged before the par- 

ticipants started their so-called contest ,
